The total of the bill represented 
a $16,009,134 reduction In President 
Roosevelt's budget estimates, due 
chiefly to elimination by the ap- 
propriations committee of a $15.- 
000,000 Item for commencing work 
on the canal's third set of locks. 
In approving the bill as the com- 


mittee wrote it the house accepted 
this elimination. 
These latest cuts brought tha 
total of congressional reductions In 
presidential estimates this session 
to $200,000,000. 
One of the larger committee cuts 


the house approved in the war de- 
partment bill was $700,000 for dredg- 
ing the harbor of Wake Island In 
the mid-Pacific. It is on the route 
to Guam Island, which the navy 
wishes to fortify, but for which 
congress has repeatedly refused to 
sanction what It called preliminary 
steps In that direction.

CORSICANA BUSINESS MEN 


COMPLIMENTED ON SUP- 


PORT OF PROGRAM 


Support given by Corsicana bus- 
iness men to the new dairy pro- 
gram in Navarro county and the 
thorough manner In which import- 
ant details had been studied and 
worked out were highly compli- 
mented by visiting speakers 
at 
the one-day short course Wednes- 
day. 


The morning session was' held 
at the Palace theatre and was 
highlighted by the presentation 
of a motion picture showing the 
workings of the digestive system 
of a cow, a talk on proper feeds 
by E. R. Eudaly, and another on 
breeding bv D. T. Simons, field 
representative 
of the 
Amerlcaii 
Jersey Cattle Club. 


A large number of representa- 
tives from communities in 
all 
parts of the county as well as nu- 
merous business men and groups 
of boys from 4-H clubs and voca- 
tional agriculture classes were In 
attendance. 


County Agent H. C. Robinson 
presided at the meeting and as- 
serted the large number present 
attested to the Interest in dairy- 


1 ing In the county. 
He then pre- 
sented 
Mr. Eudaly, 
extension 
dairyman for Texas A. and M. 
College. 
In his introduction, the 


speaker declared that a cow must 
be kept on the job and product- 
ive to be profitable and In order 
to reach this goal ample supplies 
of suitable 
feeds, . cheaply, pro- 
duced were prerequisites. 
Mr. Eudaly told his audience 
there was more profit per acre In 
selling wholesale milk than • in a 
much higher prided reta.fl product 
because of the additional equip- 
ment and labor involved. 


Feed for dairy cows must be or 
the 
right quality . and 
cheaply 
produced, the speaker 
asserted, 


and fresh green feeds were llstejt 
as the most appropriate because 
of the higher content of water, 
proteins, minerals and vitamin A. 


i The specialist declared that Amer- 
ican farmers should learn from 
the practices used in Europe for 
many years profitably. 
He de* 
clarod that the best land In 
a 
farm used for highly developed 
permanent pastures and marketed 
through cattle would have a much 
higher not income per acre than 
any of the "regular" crops culti- 
vated now. 


_ 
Feed Supply. 
To Insure an ample supply of 


feed during 
the winter 
and 


drought years, the dairyman urg- 


ed growing of all possible quan- 
tities of feed and storage 
in 


trench silos. 
He declared 
that 
more feed was lost in Navarro 
county last year than was actually 
fed to animals, pointing out loss- 
es through 
waste, 
evaporations 
and other causes. 
He insisted 


that a farmer had to be success- 
ful in the feed business before 
he could market dairy products 
profitably. He also announced he 
would present a simple method 
of testing dairy rations for bal- 
ance in the afternoon.

A Universal Rite—Some Significances of the 
Last Supper

Most visitors to Jerusalem are 


taken to see the traditional site of 
the "Upper Room," 
whcro 
the 
Last Supper was celebrated by Je- 
sus and His little group of Inti- 
mate friends, 
sometimes 
called 


His. family, 
The room shown Is 


now a mosque, a quiet, Impres- 
sive ancient chamber In the south- 
west corner of the city, Of course, 
It Is not tho veritable room where 
the very heart of Christianity was 
revealed; for Jerusalem has sev- 
eral times been 
completely 
de- 


stroyed since then. But the place 
ahown Is provocative of media- 
tion, 
Its Oriental 
simplicity 
Is 


significant. 
That Immortal meal Is dally du- 


plicated all around this wide world. 
The friends, the family, of Christ 
gather about altar-tables, to keep. 
Him in remembrance, and to share 
the imparted life He 
promised. 


We are going rather daft 
over 


censuses and polls and question- 
naires; but nobody has ever esti- 
mated 
the significance 
of 
the 


groups who rally for spiritual re- 
freshment to the table of 
the 


Lord. 
Yet herein Is ono of the 


major Influences of civilization. 


Old Thomas a 'Kempis suggests 


that if Holy Communion were ad- 
ministered In only one place, and 
once a year, there would be an as- 
tonishing pilgrimage to It. 
For 


this is the high feast of the Chris- 
tian faith. 


Modern Communion Sorvlce 


A few days ago I attended a 


communion service In tho old and 
beautiful Independent Presbyter- 
Ian Church in Savannah. 
It ob- 


serves the Scottish form, long, lin- 
en covered tables being set up In 
the aisles, and in front of the high 
pulpit. 
At the close of the ser- 


mon, 
the communicants reverent- 


ly seat themselves at the tables, 
heightening the family effect of 
the sacrament. 
The tears 
that 


welled In the eyes of the woman 
opposite me revealed how deeply 
moving is the occasion, 


I lingered after the service to 


talk with 
friends, and saw the 


women 
busily 
dismantling 
the 


tables. I was forcefully reminded 
of the unknown and unrecorded 
helpers who labor behind all public 
ceremonies. We have no mention 
of the persons who prepared the 
Last Supper for our Lord and His 
disciples. They themselves did not 
buy or bake the bread, or the pas- 
chal lamb. 
Probably Mary, 
the 


mother of Mark, and her assist- 
ants, were responsible for the ma- 
terial 
preparation. 
The 
whole 


•world moves on tho labors 
of 


countless 
housewives, who pre- 


pare the meals that mankind cats. 


In secrecy and by pre-arrange- 


ment, the Upper Room had been 
made ready. The city was full of 
enemies, who were rapidly clos- 
ing in on Jesus. 
He sought this 
last quiet communion with 
His 
nearest and dearest, 
to 
fortify 


Himself and for the ordeal that

was so near. How warmly human, 
and how tragic, were His words, 
"With desire have I desired 
to 


nat this Passover with you before 
I suffer." 
There spoke the hun- 


gry-hearted human Jesus, craving 
fellowship and sympathy and un- 
derstanding. 


Light on a New Fnlth 


Out of the plain people Jesus 


came, to do His works, speak His 
words, live His 
life. 
The 
utter 


simplicity of His method is fairly 
staggering. 
He did not formulate 


a new creed, or organize a new 
religion. There were more than 
three hundred religions current in 
tho Roman Empire of His day; 
yet He borrowed 
nothing from 


them, and did not take over any 
of their impressive trappings. He 
depended wholly upon the fidelity 
of His little group of friends to 
carry on His message and mis- 
sion. 


If this small band of peasants— 


one of them already a traitor— 
should fall Him, then His 
life 


work would be the complete fail- 
ure that It as first seemed. God 
would have to find some other 
way to redeem the world. There 
was no fund for the propaganda of 
this Gospel; no ecclesiastical or- 
ganization; no amulets, charms or 
relics; no written 
charter 
or 


creed. 
Christianity's 
future 
all 


depended upon the eleven, gath- 
ered In scared and mystified fel- 
lowship In that one upper room.

TEXAS WAS TEDIOUS 


AUSTIN, Feb. 29.—(ff>-Four 
and a half years was the average 
time required to carry a civil suit 
through Texas courts in the 30- 
years prior to 1936. 


The finding was part of a sur- 


vey by Robert W. Stayton, law 
professor, and Philip Brown, re- 
search assistant in the University 
of Texaa law school. 
The authors, 
who published 


their report in the Texas 
Lav 


Review, advised that it was "pure- 
ly factual and objective." 
They 


added they hoped to reach some 
conclusions as to causes as the 
survey 
progressed. 
'Influences 


bearing on pendency of litigation 
are so nucmcrous and frequently 
so Inconstant 
that hasty judg- 


ment is Inadvisable, they said. 
Based on 5,753 cases in supreme 


court flics, it was found that lit- 
igation In the highest court was 
longest, two years. 
The average 


case in district court required a 
year and a quarter for disposal 
while in civil appeals courts it 
required approximately 10 months. 
The remainder of the average four 
and a half years was spent U. 
getting the liquidation from one 
court to the next higher. 


Graphs showed, however, that 


in the last 10 years of the survey 
district court procedure speeded 
up, the 
average 
time 
dropping 


from 400 days to about 200. Ths 
over-all average for a scop-over in 
the civil appeals court was 300 
days. 
But an upward trend for 


the last decade showed 400 days 
reuired for civil appeals disposi- 
tion. 
The last five years indi- 


cated the supreme court required 
periods approximating 
the 1906- 


1936 average of 759 days.
